The Los Angeles Business Council Institute is proud to release its newest report prepared by USC’s Dr. 
Gary Painter, The Affordable Housing Crisis in Los Angeles: Impacts to LA’s Fastest Growing 
Industries. This report is a follow-up to the LABC Institute’s 2017 study authored by USC Professor Dr. 
Raphael Bostic, The Affordable Housing Crisis in Los Angeles: An Employer Perspective. 


This report explores how employers in the fastest growing industries are responding to the region’s high 
cost of living and lack of affordable housing near job centers and examines how these trends are 
impacting employees. Dr. Painter and his team of researchers surveyed eighteen employers 
representing over 84,000 employees in the following three industries: health care and social services; 
accommodation and food services; and professional, scientific and technical services. 


The research and survey yielded several key findings: 


® There is a general consensus amongst employers in all three industries that the high cost of living and 
housing in L.A. adversely affects employees and employers in the area. However, firms in the 
professional, scientific, and technical services industry were more likely to reflect the high cost of living 
in their hiring packages and were therefore more successful attracting and retaining employees. 


• The majority of employers surveyed had not taken any steps to directly assist employees with housing 
- with the lowest wage workers receiving the least housing related assistance. 


• Both the quantitative research and survey results suggest the need for intervention to support workers 
and businesses, in order to ensure a thriving economic base and workforce in the Los Angeles region. 


The findings and a roundtable discussion led us to develop the following recommendations. 


Recommendations for employers: 


• Consider affordable housing as part of an overall business strategy. This includes offering housing 
related assistance such as homebuyer education, relocation reimbursements, mortgage assistance, 
and financial education programs.

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• Become vocal participants in the political process and advocate for housing at all income levels. 


° Build bridges between private, nonprofit, and public entities, and consider taking a coordinated approach to 
creating affordable housing. 


Recommendations for public agencies: 


* Think creatively about the way affordable housing is subsidized, using tax abatement programs or discounted 
ground leases to mitigate the cost needed to construct and maintain affordable units. 


• Create a permanent revenue stream to finance the construction and preservation of affordable housing units, 
leveraging revenue sources such as cannabis taxes, Linkage Fee revenues, or Transient Occupancy Taxes (TOT). 


• Streamline the rules and approval processes for affordable housing to lower costs and enable development to 
occur more efficiently. Similar to the streamlined development process the County of Los Angeles implemented for 
permanent supportive housing, county and city officials could streamline the approval process for affordable 
housing projects, helping to shrink the gap between what developments cost to build and what residents can afford 
to pay. 


Working together, government and businesses can help solve LA's workforce housing needs. As a start, the LABC has 
compiled a two-page housing resource guide to inform employers of existing resources and programs available 
to help their employees.

UCLA and the City of Los Angeles announced that it has received a grant of $23 million 
from the California Strategic Growth Council's Transformative Climate Communities 
Program (TCC). 

This grant will fund multi-benefit green infrastructure projects like parks and urban 
greening efforts to protect the community from heat and flooding, while also funding 
projects that improve dean transportation options and provide renewable energy 
sources. These projects will transform Pacoima into a community that lowers its 
carbon emissions, and is more resilient to impacts from climate change. The Green 
Together project also will focus on workforce development and iand-use policies to 
mitigate against displacement of low income families. 


As part of the grant, the LABC will work to create 184 new local jobs and generate 
between $8 -11 million in new private investment through the installation of eight 
megawatts (MWs) of Feed-in Tariff {FiT) rooftop solar on multifamily apartment 
buildings. Those eight MWs will generate enough clean energy to power 6,000 
homes and reduce GHG emissions equivalent to taking 7,300 cars off the road. In 
addition to rooftop solar, the grant will expand the amount of open public space 
available to residents of the Northeast Valley. 

The TCC Program, established in 2016 by Assembly Bill 2722 (Burke), delivers 
substantial investments to fund the development and implementation of 
neighborhood-level transformative climate community plans that include multiple, 
coordinated greenhouse gas emissions reduction projects that provide local 
economic, environmental, and health benefits to disadvantaged communities - and 
that is what will be delivered to Pacoima with this award. 

The Green Together proposal epitomizes the central goal of the TCC Program which is 
to demonstrate how meaningful community engagement coupled with strategic 
investments can reduce greenhouse gas emissions while advancing social equity, 
economic opportunity, and community resilience of the TCC program. Funding for the 
writing of this grant was made possible through a generous contribution by LAnSync 
and Wells Fargo.
